HOW JENKINS WAS KILLED. 

The death of Privaite Jenkins, late 
of Red Deer,.And the capture of Capt, 
Howard, both of the Strathconas, is 
described as follows by a correspond 
ent{ of the, Natal Daily Maii: 

Lieut. Kirkpaitrick came upon: a 
farm from whence the white flag was 
flying, and approached to within 80 
yards, when he andihis party wera fire 
ed upon by some of thd enemy lying 
concealed in a smal]l orchard within 
a few yards of the bouse.  Privaite 
Jenkins was instantly killed—a’ Maus- 
er bullet striking his bandolier and 
exploding’ Ntwo cartridges, Sergt. 
Nichol had his horse shot under him 
and some of the other horses ‘were 
more or less severely wounded, The 
escape of our men was wonderfully 
Jucky. Kirkpatrick yelled .out . to 
charge, and emptying his revolver at 
the Boers made a dash att them, but 
they did not wait. On the other 
flank, Capt. Howard, who was in 
charge must have mistaken a party! of 
Boers for his own ‘men, No one saw, 
what really happened, but at tha end 
we found to our regret that Capt. 
Howard and Private Hobson were 
raissing. A search party was at once 
sent out, but neither the men nor their 
horses were seen. Pte. Jenkins, ithe 
first man of Stratheona’s Horse, to 
fall in action, was buried the same 
evening in a

Barend Forster, jr., (a Volksraad 
1nember) who presented ‘to most of the 
members of the Raad, American spid+ 
ers, Cape carts, gold watches, shares 
in the company, and cash it order to 
insure its passing. A portrait of 
President Kruger was also presented 
to the Raadgaai (costi ng £600). Cur 
iously enough at the present moment 
rn action is pending in the courts in 
Belgium in connettion with this 
scheme and in’the course of examina- 
tion Baron Orpenheim, who was the 
real concessionaire, confessed to haw

In Ross Hall, Strathcona, last night 
was keld the third and last of the 
meetings called by R. B. Bennett, be- 
fore returoisg south. The hall : was 
well fillec, though seating room was 
act by auy means exhausted. Frank 
Oliver, M. P., was present, having been 
invited to address the meeting, Mr. 
Bush, president of the ldcal eonserva- 
tive association, was chairman.. gt 

Dr. Brett spoke first, speaking on 
much the same line§ as at the meeting 
here, t 
Mr. Benneté followed: He ariticised 
Mr. Oliver’s independence, stating that 
he (Mr, Olivery¥ was not now an inde- 
pendent, having accepted the nomina- 
tion of the liberals of Alberta, and he 
further contended that there was no 
Biaee in politics for the independent, 
He ccoplained of Mr, Oliver not! hav- 
ing| agitated in parliament for the im- 
provement of the Saskatchewan river 
ag a competing Jine with the C, P. R, 
He anmounced himself as the straight 
eandidate of ‘the conservitive party, 
and followed the announcement with 
a repetition of the figures given here 
on Tuesday showing the increase of 
the taxation of the country from forty- 


crease of the! national debt eight, mil 
lions dollars. The duty on agricultur- 
ai machinery, had not been reduced as 
promised. The alleged binder twine 
scandal was discussed the “speaker 
claiming that the penitentiary twine 
“was sold tender ‘to the faithful 
wha re-sold it at a large. profit.”

He 
pointed out that while the record o£ 
the liberals mey be at stake that of 
the conservaitives is at stake alsn, 
What was the conservative party Or 
ing to do if ‘they obtain power? He 
pointed out that whereas in 1890 the 
total trade of Canada was $28,272,- 
279; in 1900, it was $358,866, 220. Th» 
liberals promised to reduce the rate of 
taxation anc they had reduced it, Mr, 
Bennett had complained, because binder 
twine was sold direct to the farmer 
and; because it was also sold to the 
dealer, he had further told the meet. 
ing at’ Fort Saskatchewan that a; rer 
duction in twine did not affect them 
as all their twine wes made in Canada.
